HUNDREDS of residents 
joined ex-servicemen 
and women to honour the 
borough’s war dead at a 


Remembrance Sunday 
parade and church service 
on 8 November. 

Over 600 people followed the 


Jewish Lads and Girls Brigade 
Band from Hackney Town Hall 
to St John-at-Hackney Church. 
In attendance was the Speaker 


of Hackney, ClIrSadeEtti, 
and Col Morriss, the Queen’s 
representative to the borough. 
Cllr Etti said: “We must never 


forget the bravery and sacrifice 
of those who served during 
both world wars and conflicts 
that have taken place since.” 


DON’T LOSE THE VOTE 


T HERE are just two weeks 
to go until Hackney’s 
electoral register is 
published and the Council 
is urging residents to make sure 
they are on it. 

It is feared that one in four 
voters are set to ‘drop off’ the 
electoral register and will therefore 
lose their right to vote. 

There are also concerns about 
the impact this could have on an 
electoral boundary review, which 
will be based on the register, as 
published on 1 December. If the 
register does not accurately detail 


the number of electors living in 
the borough’s two parliamentary 
constituencies, Hackney faces 
potentially losing an MP. 

Under new government 
rules, people need to register 
individually. Previously, the ‘head 
of the household’ could register 
all those living in a property. 

All homes in the borough have 
been sent a form detailing who 
is currently registered at that 
address. Every household must 
respond, confirming the details are 
correct, or providing up-to-date 
information. The Council will then 


write to either confirm registration 
or request identification. 

Canvassers are continuing to 
visit homes which have not yet 
returned the form, encouraging 
residents to do so. Council staff 
have also been helping visitors at 
Hackney Service Centre to register. 

Tim Shields, Chief Executive 
and Returning Officer, said: “It’s 
really important that everyone 
who is eligible to vote is on our 
register by 1 December. Not only 
does this mean residents can take 
part in electing a new London 
Mayor next May, but it also 


secures your credit rating, helping 
you to access things like passports 
and bank accounts. It will also 
help the Boundary Commission 
to undertake a review, ensuring 
that the borough is properly 
represented in parliament.”

Have your say on a merger between Hackney and Tower Hamlets colleges 



A CONSULTATION 
has been launched over 
a potential collaboration 
between two colleges 
that could affect 15,000 
students in Hackney and 
Tower Hamlets. 

The governing bodies 
of Hackney Community 
College (HCC) and Tower 
Hamlets College (THC) 
published their proposals 
for a partnership, citing a 


determination to ‘better 
meet employers’ and 
residents’ needs for skills 
and to be more financially 
secure in challenging times’. 

They are now inviting 
feedback from staff 
and students, as well as 
interested community 
organisations and 
employers. A collaboration 
between the two 
institutions, both rated 


Good by Ofsted, could 
take the form of a merger, 
formalised partnership, or 
the sharing of resources 
through a federation. 

In their proposal, the two 
colleges cite their locations 
in neighbouring boroughs 
and their complementary 
curriculums as advantages 
in the potential 
collaboration that is being 
explored in the aftermath of 


government cuts. 

The consultation is open 
until 10 December. The 
final decision about the 
colleges’ futures will be 
made by the end of January 
after which, should a 
merger be approved, a plan 
will be developed.

G £ER 600 people 
leered on the 
Brough’s sporting 
tars as they were 
presented with awards 
for their achievements 
over the past year. 

The 10th annual Hackney 
Sports Awards celebrated 
the sporting excellence 
of local clubs, schools, 
students, older people, 
coaches and volunteers, 
on 4 November, at the 
Hackney Empire. 

Compere for the evening, 
Kat B, presented awards 
to many of those who 
had helped Hackney 
take seventh place in the 
London Youth Games - the 
borough’s second highest 


ranking in the competition 
for over 30 years. 

He was joined by Rebecca 
Romero MBE, who is the 
only British athlete to have 
won Olympic medals in 
two different sports. 
Rebecca said: “I love 
coming to support young 
people - they are the next 
generation of Olympians.” 

The enthusiastic pair 
gave out a range of 
sporting awards. Lifetime 
Achievement went to 
former teacher Jan Coombs, 
who has devoted the past 
45 years to encouraging 
hundreds of young 
people in the borough 
to play tennis. 

Kamil Hajdrych received 
the Mayor’s Award 
for Services to Sport in 
Hackney for his hard work 


in promoting disability 
sports over the past five 
years. Thanks to Kamil’s 
efforts, this year Hackney 
entered all of the disability 
sports events in the London 
Youth Games, securing 
second place in the Para 
Games London Trophy 
competition. 

He said: “This 
summarises my work with 
all the young people I work 
with. It is dedicated to them 
and this award gives me 
great satisfaction.” 

Other award winners 
included tennis player 


Lauryn John Baptiste who 
was named Under 25 Sports 
Person of the Year. 

Lauryn is ranked in the 
top 500 in the world at 
junior level and this year 
competed at Wimbledon in 
the girls’ singles event. 

Basketball player Wura 
Ijelu, 17, who was runner- 
up in the same category, 
said: “I’ve been representing 
Hackney for four years 
and it’s been a joy playing. 
I’m absolutely chuffed with 
the award.” 

Diver Noah Williams was 
named Under 16 Sports 


Person of the Year. He 
represented Team GB at the 
Junior European’s, finishing 
third in the springboard 
synchro and first in the 3m 
springboard. He also won 
the gold in the London 
Youth Games for the fourth 
year running. 

The New Age Games 
(a Council-run activity 
programme for over 50s) 
winner was Maria De La 
Paz Tissier. In 2009, the 
55-year-old was diagnosed 
with osteoporosis which 
meant she had trouble 
walking and found it hard 
to do basic movements. She 
discovered the New Age 
Games programme in 2013 
and began running. She has 
now dropped three dress 
sizes and ran her first half 
marathon earlier this year. 


Further awards were 
presented by Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe; the 
Speaker of Hackney, Cllr 
Sade Etti; Cabinet Member 
for Health, Social Care 
and Culture, Cllr Jonathan 
McShane; and Phil Lane 
Head of Sport and Legacy 
for GLL, the Council’s 
leisure partner. 

There was also a 
performance from 
Marawa’s Majorettes, a 
hula hoop troupe who 
wowed the audience with 
their fast-moving, colourful 
hula moves.

Discovering young talent 


D iscover Young 

Hackney turns 
10 this year. To 
celebrate, the 
award-winning arts and 
culture festival for young 
people has put together a 
programme that is longer, 
more ambitious and wider- 
ranging than ever before. 

The festival has 
traditionally been a 
month-long celebration 
of culture across Hackney 
every February, creating 
opportunities for the 
young and the curious 
to explore the arts. 

This year, the programme 
has been extended to run 
over six months. 

Until March, thousands 
of 13 to 19-year-olds will 
be able to take part in free 
or low-cost taster-sessions, 
workshops or performances 
from across the arts and 
culture industries. 

Digital platform Hackney 
Live kicked off celebrations 
on 2 October, streaming 
the Gateway 2 Music Live 
event, in which young 


musicians competed in a 
battle of the bands contest. 

From a multimedia 
Poet’s Takeover in Dalston 
Square, organised by 
Areola Theatre, to a 
hydrophonic sound project 
in the Woodberry Wetlands 
nature reserve, led by sound 
artist Tom Fisher, the 
2016 festival is designed to 
encourage young people’s 
creativity in as many 
different areas as possible, 
as well as helping them 
find paths into training 
and arts careers. 

There’s the opportunity, 
for example, to take 
part in film and writing 
masterclasses with youth 
arts company Hackney 
Shed or, on De Beauvoir 
Estate, to help develop a 
professional production 
with the East London 
Dance company. 

Led by the Council, 
this year’s festival revolves 
around the themes of 
arts, health, digital and 
cultural enterprise.

‘I’ve seen both World Wars’

I ’VE been living in 
Hackney for over 
100 years dear,” says 
Rosetta Goodman. 
Adding: “I was never 
tempted to move anywhere 
else. I’ve seen both World 
Wars here.” 

Sitting across a table from 
this sprightly older lady, 
sipping tea and talking 
animatedly at the Brenner 
Community Centre, in 
Stamford Hill, it is almost 
impossible to believe that 
she could have witnessed 
such a vast and significant 
segment of British history. 
But it is true. 

In June, Rosetta 
celebrated her 100th 
birthday with a card 
from the Queen and a 
tea party with staff and 
volunteers at the centre, 
which is run by charity 
Jewish Care, complete 
with cake and flowers.

“I was born in 1915, 
in a maternity home on 
Southwold Road. So I was 
only small during the First 
World War. But I can 
clearly remember the Second 
World War being declared. 

It had a huge impact on my 
life,” she explains. 

Rosetta’s parents came 
from a long line of British 
Jews. She says: “My father 
moved to Hackney from 
the East End, where he 
made shoes. The Jewish 
community was just 
emigrating this way, and the 
community in Hackney was 
beginning to grow.” 

Her parents were founder 
members of the New 
Synagogue, Egerton Road 
Shul, when it moved to 
Hackney from its site in 
the City in 1915. Rosetta 
says: “But my mother was 
Hackney born and bred. 

Her father, my grandfather, 
had a factory opposite the 
old Homerton Hospital. 

“To me, it seemed like a 


wonderful place to grow 
up. Clapton had lots of 
lovely little shops and 
restaurants. There was a 
beautiful department store 
called Stevens at the 
Stoke Newington end 
of Northwold Road. 
Anything you wanted, you 
could find there.” 

Just a toddler when the 
First World War ended, 
she was 24 when, on 3 
September 1939, Neville 


Chamberlain took to the 
radio to tell the nation 
that Britain was at war 
with Germany. 

“The streets around here 
were emptied of young men 
as they all went off to the 
front,” she remembers. “I 
had to fill one of the jobs 
that the men had left and 
so I went to work as an 
insurance agent. 

“One day I got on a bus. 
We got as far as Hackney 


Town Hall when suddenly 
we heard a doodlebug 
flying above us. The driver 
pulled over and shouted for 
everyone to get down. We 
climbed under our seats.” 

The flying bomb landed 
just around the corner, 
along the route the bus 
would have been travelling 
had the driver not stopped. 
In the final months of 
the war, V-l bombs or 
‘doodlebugs’ were to kill 
over 6,000 civilians and 
injure some 20,000 more. 

“When the war ended, 
we had wonderful street 
parties,” Rosetta recalls. 
Adding: “We still had 
restrictions, of course. 

There were times when the 
shops were lit by candlelight 
because the electricity had 
been cut, and there was still 
rationing, I didn’t enjoy the 
dried eggs! ” 

The war had also changed 
her life in other, more 
profound ways. 

“My man was killed while

serving,” she explains. They 
weren’t yet married, and she 
never married subsequently. 

Instead, she took a flat 
with her sister in Clapton, 
where they lived together 
until she died 20 years ago, 
and Rosetta moved into the 
sheltered accommodation 
where she lives today, 
visiting the Brenner 
Community Centre every 
week to meet friends, listen 
to talks and have lunch. 

“We were happy, my 
sister and I. Once a year 
we went on holiday to 
Bournemouth, it was 
lovely to go to the sandy 
beach. And every week 
we used to dance in 
Saunders Jewish ballroom. 
They are my happiest 
memories,” she says.

Q: What can I do with an old duvet and pillows? The 
textile banks say you can’t put them in there. 

A: Unfortunately duvets and pillows are hard to recycle 
and have low value compared to other textiles. 

They can be taken to many charity shops if in a good 
enough condition for someone else to use. 

If not, you will have to throw them away as rubbish. Stuff 
them into a black bag, tie it up and put it out on rubbish 
collection day, or in a communal refuse bin. 

If they are filled with down or feathers however, they 
can be composted. If you have a garden, you could put 
the feathers in a compost bin with your green waste and 
food.

Refugee aid 


A SCHOOL minibus 
has made an epic 
detour from its 
usual routes, 
driving all the way from 
Hackney to Calais in 
order to deliver supplies to 
migrants and refugees.

This great recipe is courtesy of Fergus at the E5 Bakehouse from his blog ‘Hand to Mouth’ 


Ingredients 

• 1 0Og finely ground almonds 

• 4 large eggs 

• 200g semi-sweet or bittersweet chocolate, 
chopped 

• 1 50g unsalted butter, cut into small pieces 

• 150g caster sugar 

• 1/2 tsp vanilla extract 

• 1/4 tsp lemon juice 

• Icing sugar (to dust cake) 

• blueberries and vanilla ice cream to serve 
(optional). 

Method 

• Preheat oven to 1 80°C and line a 20cm 
springform pan (a cake tin with sides 
that can be removed from the base) with 
parchment paper, greasing the paper 

•Separate the cold eggs, placing the egg 
yolks in one bowl and the egg whites 
in another. Cover with plastic wrap and 
let them stand until they reach room 
temperature (about 30min) 


The E5 Bakehouse, tucked under the 
arches by London Fields train station, is 
an artisan bakery and coffee shop.

• Melt the chopped chocolate and butter in a 
bowl placed over a saucepan of simmering 
water. Once melted, remove from the heat 

• Meanwhile place the egg yolks and 1 0Og of 
sugar in the bowl of an electric mixer, fitted 
with a paddle attachment. Beat the yolks and 
sugar until pale and thick (about 2min). Beat in 
the melted chocolate and vanilla extract. Fold 
in the ground almonds 

• In a clean bowl, place the egg whites and 
lemon juice and whisk until soft peaks form. 
Gradually sprinkle in the remaining 50g of 
sugar and whisk. Fold about 1 /4 of the whites 
into the chocolate batter to lighten it. Quickly 
fold in the rest of the whites and mix only until 
incorporated 

• Pour the batter into the prepared pan and bake 
for 45-50min, or until a toothpick inserted in 
the centre of the cake has a few moist crumbs. 
Remove from oven and cool on a wire rack. 
Serve cold or at room temperature. Dust with 
icing sugar.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

The merchant of Hackney 


By Niti Acharya 


N the 1600s Hackney, 
Shoreditch and Stoke 
Newington were 
a cluster of small 
villages. Hackney was 
particularly popular with 
wealthy merchants and 
employees of the East 
India Company, the Royal 
African Company, and the 
Bank of England who used 
their wealth to buy large 
estates in the area that is 
today’s London Borough 
of Hackney. 

They were attracted by 
the large houses, good 
schools, and because the 
City of London was only a 
short ride away, yet it was 
still in the countryside. Sir 
John Cass (1661-1718), 
a merchant, politician 
and philanthropist, was 
one such man. The son of 
Thomas Cass, a carpenter 
to the Royal Ordnance, and 
his wife Hester, John was 
born in Rosemary Lane, 
in the City. However, the 


family moved to Grove 
Street, in south Hackney, in 
1665 to escape the plague. 

The family acquired 
land in the area, and as 
John Cass rose to an 
influential position in 
the commercial world of 
the City, he was able to 
enlarge his estate and leave 
an enduring educational 
and recreational legacy for 
Londoners. As a powerful 
merchant with a keen 
interest in politics, he also 
represented the City as its 
Member of Parliament. 

Like many other 
merchants living in the 
area, John had trading 
interests in West Africa 
and the Caribbean, and 
was a member of the Royal 
African Company (RAC) 
between 1705 and 1708. 

The RAC had been 
granted a charter in 1660 
to further England’s 
trading interests in West 
Africa as the region was 
of strategic importance 
both economically and 
politically. Many other 


European nations were also 
establishing footholds in the 
continent and England did 
not want to be left behind. 

John’s membership 
of both the Company’s 
Court of Assistants 
and Committee of 
Correspondence meant 
that he had direct dealings 
with both the Company’s 
representatives in the slave 
forts in West Africa, as 
well as with its agents in 
the Caribbean. He retained 
shares in the Company up 
until his death. 

John used his wealth to 
greatly expand his Hackney 



estate to an estimated 
150 acres, including areas 
around Grove Street, east 
of Well Street; in the north 
and south of Well Street 
Common; land in Hackney 
Marshes; and over the 
border in Bethnal Green. 

In 1710, John set up a 
school for 50 boys and 
40 girls in buildings in the 
churchyard of St Botolph- 
without-Aldgate and 
intended to leave all his 
property to the independent 
school. When he suddenly 
died in 1718, ‘neither loving 
nor beloved in the parish’, 
John had only initialled 
three pages of his Will. 

It took 30 years to resolve 
this issue and resulted 
in the creation of the 
Cass Foundation. 

The Foundation was 
set up in 1748 to fulfil his 
philanthropic desires. Part 
of John’s estate in south 
Hackney was sold to the 
Crown in 1 843 to create 
Victoria Park. 

The extent of the estate 
changed little until after 


the end of the Second World 
War in 1945. It contained 
over 1,000 separate leases 
in 1957 and, by 1964, 
large tracts on either side 
of Bentham Road had been 
taken for the Wyke estate 
and some sites had been 
sold near Victoria Park in 
Redruth and Rutland roads. 

Later sales included 
bombed sites in Danesdale 
Road, near Hackney Wick, 
and Hackney Terrace. In 
1976, the bulk of John’s 
estate, in Victoria Park and 
adjoining roads, was leased 
to a housing association. By 
1990, the Cass Foundation 
retained only a few 
isolated parcels of land 
in Hackney, and now the 
name of Cassland Road is 
an enduring legacy of the 
former landowner. 

The Foundation 
continues to provide 
education support. The 
Sir John Cass Faculty of 
Art, Architecture and 
Design, within London 
Metropolitan University; 
the Sir John Cass School of 


Education, at the University 
of East London; and the 
Cass Business School at City 
University are all named 
after him, as well as the Sir 
John Cass Hall, a hall of 
residence for students, in 
Well Street, Hackney.
